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At least 6 dead in Canada 
bus, train crash 



Dutch Director of Business Concern

OTTAWA (AFP) - A double- 
decker bus crashed into a 
tram at a crossing in a subur¬ 
ban neighborhood of 
Canada's capital Wednesday, 
killing at least six people and 
leaving scores injured, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Thirty people were hurt, 
with 10 in serious condition, 
officials told reporters fol¬ 
lowing the morning commute 
collision. 

" We had b □ dies and debri s 
pretty much everywhere at 
the impact site, 11 hre depart¬ 
ment sp ok e sm an M ar c 

Messier told CTV earlier 
Ottawa police said it was 
investigating the crash in the 
suburb an neigliborho o d of 
Barrhaven, about 17 kilome¬ 
ters (10 miles) south of 
downtown Ottawa. 

Transport officials are also 
probing the incident 

"Ail available resources 
are allocated to the scene,“ 
police said in a statement. 


The Via Rail company op¬ 
erating the affected tram on 
the Ottawa-to-Toronto line -- 
on which traffic has been sus¬ 
pended --reported no fatali¬ 
ties The train was on its way 
from Montreal. 

The OC Transpo bus was 
headed downtown during the 
morning rush hour when the ac¬ 
cident happened shortly before 
3:4-3 am local time (1243 GMT] 
At the time, the train was 
just 20 meters (100 feet) from 
stopping at a nearby station. 

The front of the bus was 
mangled and sheered off 
while the entire train was de¬ 
railed by the crash, with the 
locomotive resting at a 45 de¬ 
gree angle, according to an 
AFP reporter at the scene 
The accident happened 
just over two months after an 
oil tanker train derailed and 
exploded in the Quebec re¬ 
sort town of Lac-Megan tic, 
lulling 47 people.

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Mexico faces new 
storm, tourists seek 
Acapulco exit 


ACAPULCO (AFP) - Mexi¬ 
can authorities scrambled 
Wednesday to dear land- 
sh des bl a ckin g the only ro ads 
out of Acapulco while 
tourists lined up to be air¬ 
lifted out as the rain-drenched 
country braced for new 
storms. 

At least 57 people have 
died m Mexico since major 
storms hit opposite coasts tins 
week, the first double on¬ 
slaught in 50 years, unleash¬ 
ing floods and mudslides that 
still affect much of the Coun¬ 
try- 

New threats emerged as 
the US National Hum cane 
Center warned that a tropical 
cyclone could farm on the 
east coast while Manuel, 
which had dissipated after 
making landfall on Sunday, 
regenerated into a tropical 
storm south of Eaja Califor¬ 
nia. 

Further south on the Pa¬ 
cific coast, workers toiled to 
remove a mountain of mud 
stuffed m a tunnel and rocks 
strewn on the two roads link¬ 
ing Acapulco to Mexico City. 

The state of Guerrero, 
where Acapulco lies, has 
been the hardest hit by the 
deluge, registering 27 deaths 
while 15,00D people have 
been placed in shelters. 

President Enrique Pena 
Nieto warned that the roads 
would remain shut until at 
least Friday or Saturday. 

"One of our major priori¬ 


ties is opening traffic be¬ 
tween Acapulco and Mexico 
City," Pena Nieto told re¬ 
porters after visiting the for¬ 
mer haunt of Hollywood 
stars. 

He said opening the roads 
is urgent "not only for people 
who have to travel on that 
road and have to go home, 
but also because it is obvi¬ 
ously an important supply 
route 

With the airport sub¬ 
merged in dark water, the 
military and commercial car¬ 
riers set up an airlift that has 
flown around 3,000 rain- 
weary holidaymakers to 
Mexico City since Tuesday. 

The military has brought 
dO tonnes of supplies and 
S,D0Q liters of water to Aca¬ 
pulco, Defense Secretary Sal¬ 
vador Cienfuegos said. 

Helicopters will deliver 
food in mountain ares and 
look far people who need to 
be evacuated 

In Acapulco, mare than 
40,000 Mexican and foreign 
beachgoers have been ma¬ 
rooned in the flooded city for 
five days, with more than half 
of Acapulco covered by 
floods 

Amid the chaos, thou¬ 
sands of people looted a 
Costco wholesale store on 
Tuesday, wading out of the 
flooded shop with televi¬ 
sions, food and even fridges.

New meningitis vaccine slashes 
cases by 94 percent 


PARIS (AFP) -Anewvaccine 
being rolled out in the "menin¬ 
gitis bdt" that stretches across 
north-central Africa has re¬ 
duced cases of the potentially 
fatal disease by 54 percent, 
doctors reported 
Researchers monitored the 
spread of type Amemngococ- 
cal disease in Chad after the 
new vaccine, MenAfriVac, 
had been approved by world 
healtli watchdogs in 201D 
Three regions of Chad 
where around 1.8 million peo¬ 
ple had been vaccinated by 
December 2011 were com- 
p ared with the rest of the coun¬ 
try where the vaccine had yet 
to be introduced. 


In the vaccinated regions, 
around 2.5 cases of meningitis 
of any kind, and none of 
meningitis A, were recorded 
per 1 00,000 people, compared 
to more than 43 cases per 
1 00,000 in the unvaccinated 
areas, a fall in incidence of 94 
percent 

The risk of transmitting the 
germ was reduced by 93 per¬ 
cent among those who had 
been vaccinated, according to 
throat swabs and other evi¬ 
dence. 

Meningitis causes an in¬ 
flammation of the membranes 
til at protect the spine and 
brain It can cause deafness or 
paralysis and can be life- 


threatening

LONDON (AFP) - Stephen Hawking, the 
British theoretical physicist who suffers from 
motor neurone disease, has publicly backed 
the notion of assisted suicide for people with 
terminal illnesses. Hawking is regarded as 
one of the world's most brilliant living scien¬ 
tists, who shot to popular fame with his 1983 
international bestseller "A Brief History of 
Time 1 ". He is also known for his disability, 
having spent most of his life in a wheelchair 
and speaking through a machine. Hawking 
suffers from amyotrophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS), a form of motor neurone disease that attacks the nerves controlling voluntary 
movement. After suffering from pneumonia, he was once put on a life support machine 
which his wife was given the option of switching off. Asked about the idea of assisted 
suicide, Hawking said: "I think those who have a terminal illness and are in great pain 
should have the right to choose to end their lives and those that help them should be 
free from prosecution. "We dont let animals suffer, so why humans?" He was speaking 
in an interview aired Tuesday ahead of the premiere of a new film about his life on 
Thursday, and after the release of a new book last week entitled "My Brief History". 



Male suicides rose 
after 2008 financial 
crash: study 


PARIS (AFP) - The 2003 fi¬ 
nancial crisis that devastated 
many Western economies also 
reap ed a heavy toll in sui cides 
among men, a study published 
suggests 

Healtli researchers analysed 
data for suicides among peo¬ 
ple aged over 15 in 54 coun¬ 
tries, comparing rates before 
and after the crash 

In 2009,. there were 4,334 
more suicides compared with 
the normal trend, they said 

Suicide numbers in 2009 
were 4.2 percent higher in 27 
European countries and 6.4 
percent higher in 13 countries 
in the Caribbean and Latin 
America 

The benchmark is the sui¬ 
cide trend for 2 DO D-2007, ex¬ 
trapolated ta 2009. 

The increases occurred 
among men, rising 3.3 percent 
in 2009 compared with this 
trend, says the study, pub¬ 


lished online by the Entish 
Medical Journal (BMJ). 

Among European men, 
tliere was an 11.7 percent nse 
in suicides in the 15-24 age 
group 

In the Amen cas, die biggest 
increase was among men aged 
45-64, which saw a nse of 5.3 
p ercent. 

Among women, though, 
there was an overall de fin e of 
0 5 percent m 2009 compared 
with what would have been 
expected if the ensis had not 
occurred.

and a call for solidarity of cit¬ 
izens of the world to not buy 
Chevron products," he said 

Correa — a leftist leader 
often critical of the United 
States -- dipped his hand in a 
pool of oily sludge left in the 
area and held it up for the 
cameras. 

"To save a few dollars. 
Chevron used the worst min¬ 
ing techniques. There are 
around a thousand pools like 
tins in our Amazon, and they 
were never taken care of just 
hidden fay a layer of earth to 
deceive the Ecuadoran state," 
he said. 

Chevron said in a statement 
that Correa "has once again 
decided to interfere in the

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The Federal Reserve on 
Wednesday left its I £5 billion 
a month stimulus program m 
place, surprising economists 
and markets expecting a reduc¬ 
tion that would confirm a 
strengthening US economy. 

Fed policy makers cut their 
growth forecast for tins year 
and next, and said they wanted 
to further gauge the impact of 
ongoing government spending 
cuts and a spike m interest rates 
m the past four months on the 
economy 

In addition, Fed Chairman 
Ben Bemanke said, tire Federal 
op en Market Committee 
(FQMC) was wary of possibly 
“very serious consequences for 
the financial markets" of the 
brewing political battle in 
Washington over a new budget 
and tire US debt ceiling. 

Bemanke said that the 
FOMC could still begin reduc¬ 
ing the |S5 billion a month 
bond-buying program, aimed 
at holding long-term interest 
rates low; tins year, but only if 
the outlook for die economy 
strengthens. 

Markets, which had antici¬ 
pated the beginning of the end 
of tire quantitative easing (QE) 
bond-buying program since 
May, reacted sharply. 

Stocks soared on the news of 
die Fed's continuing QE injec¬ 
tions into die economy, with 
di e D ow J ones lndustri al Aver¬ 
age aid S&P 5 DO rocketing up 
aound 1 percent to new re cord 
dosing highs. 

Bond yields plummeted, the 
benchmark M3-year US Treas- 
ury sinking to 2.70 percent 
from 2 S7 p ercent from just be¬ 
fore the Fed announcement. 

The dollar sank as well. The 
euro bought $12510, up from 


$1.3340, and die dollar fell to 
9£ 01 yen from 99.33 yen. 

It was the dalla's lowest 
level against the euro since 
February 

The FOMC said m its policy 
statement that, since its July 
meeting, the economy contin¬ 
ued to grow at a "modest" pace 
and appeared to be holding up 
against the sharp “sequester" 
spending cuts by the federal 
government 

Nevertheless, it said, it was 
holding back on reducing the 
QE program “to await more ev¬ 
idence that progress will be 
sustained." 

"Hie committee sees the 
downside risks to the outlook 
for the economy and the labor 
market as having diminished, 
on net, since last fall." " But the 
tightening of financial condi- 
ti ons ob serve d in recent months, 
if sustained, could slow the pace 
of improvement m the economy 
and labor market." 

Reflecting those concerns, 
the FOMC reduced its 2013 
growth forecasts by 0.3 per- 
c entage p Dint to a range a f 2.0- 

2 3 percent, and lowered its 
prediction for next year to 2 9- 

3 1 percent 

And FOMC members reiter¬ 
ated that, they only expected to 
begin truly tightening mone¬ 
tary policy, by lifting the 
benchmark federal funds rate. 
1112015. 

The rate has been locked at 
an ultra-low Q.0-Q.25 percent 
level since the end of 2 DOS 

Bemanke had signaled in 
May and June that the FOMC 
would ratchet down the QE 
program from as early as this 
month, with the expectation of 
winding it up completely by 
mid-2014. 

For most analysts, the debate 


was only over how much the 
bond purchases would be cut - 
- with the guesses from $5 bil¬ 
lion a month to $25 billion a 
month 

Hie prospects of the removal 
of tliat much liquidity from the 
economy had already pushed 
up interest rates, with average 
30-year home mortgage rates 
jumping in four months from 
3 32 percent to 4.4S percent. 

Hiat change has already 
slowed the rebound in the 
housing market* which has 
been crucial to the economy's 
recovery.

After a show in front of an 
au di enc e o f m ai nly religi ous 
scholars and devout Muslims, 
a pan el of judges picked Qba- 
biyi Aishah Ajibola from 
Nigeria as the winner. 

While the event m a Jakarta 
shopping mall paled in com¬ 
parison to Miss World on the 


resort island of Bali, in which 
scores of contestants are com¬ 
peting, Apbola was neverthe¬ 
less overwhelmed.

Princess Diana film 
opens after critical 
mauling 



PARIS (AFP) - Tire film 
"Diana" starring Naomi Watts, 
wb ch received a critical drub¬ 
bing after its; premiere in Lon¬ 
don earlier this month, gets its 
first European general release 
in Hungary from Thursday. 

Purporting to tell the story 
of tiie late Princess Diana's ro¬ 
mance with UK-based Pak¬ 
istani he ait surgeon Hasnat 
Khan, the movie has been dis¬ 
missed by Khan as "based on 
hypotheses and gossip". 

Some scenes in the film de¬ 
pict incidents already widely 
reported in British media such 
as Khan bang smuggled into 
Diana's Kensington Palace 
London residaice lying on the 
backseat of her car covered in 
a blanket or Diana meeting Ins 
mother in Lahore m Pakistan. 

Others are either less well 
known or purely imaginary 
such as Diana accompanying 
Khan to a jazz club disguised 
m a brown wig and bedroom 
scenes such as one in which 
they are shown lying under a 
cover by a bed. 

In the absence of testimony 
from Khan, the film is neces¬ 
sarily controversial as it draws 
on author Kate Snell's 2 DO I 
book "Diana: Her Last Love" 
wi th win ch Khan di d not coop - 


crate. 

It suggests that Diana had 
been dating Dodi Fayed, who 
died with her in a car crash m 
Paris, m order to make Khan 
jealous following the break-up 
of the relationship, a claim dis¬ 
puted by many dose to her 

Diana, who was divorced 
from Charles in 1996, died 
aged 3d alongside Fayed and 
Henri Paul, the French chauf¬ 
feur d£ the car in winch they 
were travelling, in August 
1997. 

Sixteen years earlier, as 
Lady Diana Spencer, she was 
catapulted to global fame 
when she married heir to the 
British tin one Prince Charles 
m a fairy tale" ceremony at St 
Paul's Cathedral. 

But as the world's most 
photographed woman, she ul¬ 
timately fell victim to ail in¬ 
creasingly rapacious 

p ap arazzi 

The film generated contro¬ 
versy even before its premiere 
m London after Watts ap¬ 
peared to claim in an interview 
that Diana had m some way 
granted approval for the film 
from b eyond the grave. 

"I felt like 1 was spending a 
lot of time with her. There was 
one particular moment when I 
felt her permission was 
granted," the actress told 
Britain's Mail on Sunday 
newspaper.
